DISASTER SEQUEL 


SINKING OF STEAMER IN 1927 
RECALLED 


WARRANT EXECUTED 


(Capt. James Wilson, deceased), in 
Capsuinium Pass on the early 
morning of May 9, 1927, when. the 
lives of at least 80 passengers of 
the ill-fated ship were lost. They 
were trapped in the ship on account 
of the grilles erected on the ship 
asa safeguard against pirates being 
locked at the time of the disaster.

LATEST IMPROVEMENTS 
The capital of Kwangsi ‘Province, 
Nanning, has had electric light ser- 
vice since 1916. The capacity. of the 
plant is dnly 243 K.W., which falls 
far below the demand of the consum- 
fers owing to the growth of. the city. 
The management of the company is 
seriously handicapped in lack of ex- 
‘perienced engincers to majntein the. 
machinery land - distribution system 
with, proper. care. 

Consequently, the lights have been 
jvery dim and the service frequently 
interrupted,’ sometimes repeatedly on 
the same night. The conditions of

‘that 24-volt lamp bulbs have been gen- 
erally adopted for the lighting sockets 
which should have -had .100 volt; yet 
such low voltage lamps did not reveal 
their proper candle power.

Hence, each unit has three 
independent feeder lines from the sta- 
tion, The design of the plant did not 
provide for further éxtensions beyond 
the present limit and the arrange- 
ment is very Poor.

The alternators are all designed for 
2,300 volts; but for the slowing down 
of the engine speed, and the overload- 
ed and -low-resistance short-cirenited 
conditions of the line, the switchboard 
terminal voltage was actually only 800 
to 1,000 volts, while the eleetric cur- 
rent in ampere was seriously over the 
limit. Conditions on the mechanical 
side of the plant were to the same

“CONTROL OF COSTS 


oa IMPORTANT RULING IN 
é ADMIRALTY COURT 


Of considerable interest to practi- 


‘| tioners’in the Admiralty Court’ is rul- 


ing recently given there on a ques- 
tion of costs, in view of something 
recently said in the House of Lords, 
from which it might have been sup- 
posed that the decision would go 
differently. . 


Lord Philimore, in> the House « of 
Lords, and her owners appeal and get 
a finding of both to blame, the rule 
he would advise the House of Lords 
to uphold was no costs at any stage 
of the proceedings. , : 

It was contended that: the Admiralty 
Court should follow this ‘principle, in 
a ease where a vessel, found more to 
blame than the other, had appealed 
and got a finding of both to blame. 
The Admiralty Court, however, was 
not impressed, and gave -the appell- 
ant, who had had a substantial mea- 
sure of success in appealing to the 
Admiralty Court, his costs. 

The ease, which will be a standard 
ease in the future, is that of the 
“Ocean Swell” and the “Young ‘Sid,” 
where, in the County Court at Yar- 


: mouth, the former had been held two- 
: thirds to blame. 


The matter of costs 
was strenuously argued before the 
Admiralty Divisional Court, consisting 
of Lord Merrivale and Mr, Justice 
Hill, wha heard the appeal, and many 
cases were cited beside that. of the 
“Canton” and the “Rhesus” (lately re- 
ported in “The Journal of Commerce”), 
in which Lord Phillimore made usé 
of observations, the gist of which is 
set out above.
